A disease appeals to be decimating 
the hogs in our neighboring county of 
Bureau. 
A correspondent of the Chica­ 
go J ournal giv es an interesting interv iew 
with Higgins, a fanner liv ing in the sec 
tion of VanOrin and Ohio. 
Mr. Higgins 
himself lost ov er sev enty head in tl:r< e 
weeks. 
The fir.-t intimation he had was 
the finding of an apparently healthy hog 
dead without any prev ious symptons ol 
disease. 
On dissecting it, the heart, 1 *yc r 
and lungs showed no signs of disease, 
but tin: small int* stines were dotted with 
numerous black spots, v ,Licit upon being 
cut into, disclosed white worms from nine 
to elev en inches in length. 
All of the 
nogs Mr. Higgins dissected showed the 
same kind of worms. 
The symptoms 
were a hard, dry cough, an immediate 
and complete loss of appetite, but an un­ 
salable thirst. 
In four or fiv e days they 
won d become emaciated and if they 
lingered for eight or ten days they' be­ 
came v eritable skeletons scar ely able to 
crawl. 
Only one with the abov e symp­ 
toms has recov ered. 
Mr 
Higgins has 
about one hundred more who show the 
same symptoms. 
His usual remedies for 
hog cholera did not seem to do any good. 
His loss will be three thousand dollars. 
The disease is especially prev alent in the 
v idkity of Ohio ¡Station, near Lee county.

which being a large comfortable room, 
well warmed and aw*ay from the noise of 
the street, wus thankfully accepted.

the abseiisc of the President and 
both

After reading the proceedings 
of the last meeting, the further discussion 
of the fiuit question was resumed in ac­ 
cordance with the resolm b.n adopted at 
the close of the last meeting of the club. 
The principal portion of the time was oc­ 
cupied in discussing tin propriety of laud 
owners, in this locality, making further 
eff n’ts to raise apples, the same div ision 
of opinion existing as at the last meeting. 
The old orchards which were apparently 
hardy and withstooj the climate for 
many years, and gav e good satisfaction 
as to quality « f fruit and productiv eness 
hav e within the 1 1 st few years nearly 
died out from climatic or v. me other un­ 
known cause. 
Those who hav e experi­ 
mented with young trees, for a few years 
past, whether r< planting (he old ground 
where trees had died, or planting in new 
localities, hav e only had their hopes en 
courage*! by seeing them (i. e.) the young 
trees, grow.quite thrifty for one, two or 
three years, and then seeing thpm die be­ 
fore they hav e borne any fruit. 
The 
cause and remedy, seemingly past find­ 
ing out, but leading to the conclusion, in 
many minds, that the climate and nature 
of the soil is jiot compatible with fruit 
growing, especially apples, in this locali­ 
ty, and those entertaining that v iew of 
the case, believ e it to be the pari of wis­ 
dom to spend neither time nor money in 
what they believ e would be a fruitless 
endeav or; but to cultiv ate such crops as 
are adapted to the climate 
and soil, and 
buy their apples from localities where 
the conditions are more fav orable for 
their production. 
Other members of the 
club are more hopeful for the future of 
fruit raising, founding their liopes on the 
belief in the old adage that "what 
been done can be done 
again.’ 
knowledge of the fact that the orchards 
planted by the first settlers did v ery well 
and for years produced apples so plenti­ 
fully that they become almost a nuis­ 
ance, makes these men believ e in trying, 
"and if they don’t succeed try ag ain.” 
Continue to experiment by umlerdraining 
some of the land planted to trees, mixing 
grav el and stone with the soil when 
planting on 
prairie. 
Care should 
be 
taken in procuring healthy, young trees, 
top grafting, or budding seedling trees, 
care and judgement in pruning, setting 
at proper distance, say thirty er forty 
feet apart, and last but not least, pro­ 
curing hardy v arieties. 
They 
would 
recommend planting the Duchess cf Al- 
denberg and Red Astracfcan 
for early 
apples; the Snow and Maidensblush for 
fall; and tho Willowtwig, Roman Stem 
and Tallman Sweet for winter 
uses.

HEAVY LIQUIDATION. 


Court o f A pp ea ls D ecides Tha t 
Must H a ve a N ew Tria l. 


N e w Y o r k , N ov. 8 0. —The court of ap- 
peals handed down a ’decision at Albany 
Tuesday morning reversing the ju igmont in 
the case of J acob Sharp and ordering a new 
trial. 
Tho judgment of the low*or court is 
reversed on the ground tha t tho ena ctm ent of 
section 71» of tho penal code is constitutional, 
and the protection afforded by tha t section 
renders erroneous the admission upon Sharp’s 
trial ot his evidence before the senate com­ 
mittee, which evidence is held to have been 
given on compulsion, because if ho had re­ 
fused to testify ho would have been impris­ 
oned for contempt, and his testimony thero 
was not public property and could 
properly 
be used in tho criminal trial. 
The decision 
is supported by citations from various au 
thorities. 
The court also holds that the rules 
of law were violated to the prejudice of tho 
defendant by the testimony of Pottles and 
others. 
J udge Peekham adds a supplemental do 
cisió n, in which ho holds tha t Pottles’ evi­ 
dence tended to convict defendant of a crime 
which he wras not on trial for. 
He says 
“ When a man is on trial for one offence it is 
not justice to convict him of many by a wit 
ness called upon to give testimony only iu 
tha t case; tha t is, a caso of a man commit 
ting former crimes should not help to con 
viet him of one charged later on.”

of shame and disappointment. 
An evil 
that is more far reaching than slavery; 
involving larger capital, and costing the 
nation 
more treasure and 
greater de­ 
struction of life than the civil war. 
An 
evil that corrupts the ballot-box, bribes 
our J udg es and our law makers; purjures 
the witness'stand, and defies the jury- 
box; makes the arm of the law powerless 
and evades justice; an evil to which the 
g overnment itself has become a partner. 
For a few millions of dollars of revenue, 
the accursed wedg e of gold, tin* g overn­ 
ment will close her ey es to the evil of the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors, and even 
enact laws for its protection, its perpet­ 
uation and its growth. 
Even the church 
has been deceived and polluted by this 
monstrous evil. 
How’ often is the pulpit 
silent on the subject, when 
it 
should 
sound forth the uncompromising prohi­ 
bition of God’s woid; anil how often has 
the church been conservative, indifferent 
and compromising in her attitude to is 
when she should have set h r face likt 
Hint ag ainst it, and endeavored, by d i ­ 
vine grace, to banish the accursed thing 
from tire lace of the earth. 
And hour 
many 
thousands id’ excellent chri tian 
people still continue to look with allow­ 
ance and even with favor upon it. and 
vote for measures of toleration and reg ­ 
ulation of the t ruff e, 
(fill! it is no w o n ­ 
der that the preaching of theg ospi 1 often 
» sounds 
“ like sounding brass and a link 
ling sy mbal,” for the attitude 
of 
the 
church to this evil 
is inconsistent with 
her profession, and with the gospel she 


1 rofesses to preach. 
It is no wonder that» 
the services of the church even on the 
Lords day, arc so spareeJ y attended even 
by the professed disciples of Christ. 
It 
is no wonder that the masses so seldom 
enter the door of the sanctuary to hear 
the truth;but settle down into worhlliness 
and 
indifference before they properly 
come to years of maturity. 
H is no won­ 
der that the monstrous traffic in intoxi­ 
cating liquors g rows bold and fat and 
and deliant under the very shadow of 
the church. 
It is no wonder that the 
Sabbath day is profaned and desecrated 
continually ; that railroad trains, saloons, 
and even other linesof trade, ureas busy, 
and prosecute their work as vigorously 
on Sunday as on any other day of the 
week. 
Ii is no 
wonder 
that wo can 
hardly walk the streets of our city with­ 
out having our ears pained with profan­ 
ity, blasphemy and ribaldry, by those 
who fear neither God nor man. 
It is no 
wonder that the whole land is over run 
with idle tramps who beset our doors 
from day to day for food and clothing, 
and subject our wives and children to 
1 1 constant fear and dread of suffering 
violence at tneir 11 an its. 
It is no wonder 
that our sons, who are constantly e x­ 
posed to this evil, on the street, in busi­ 
ness and in society, are swept away from 
the church and Sudday school, to a life 
of pleasure and dissipation, before they 
come prorerly to years of maturity. 
It 
is no wonder that our homes are filled 
with strife, and destruction, and destitu

ousnnd imui fill drunkards graves 
every sear. 
It is m* wonder that crime 
becou vs bold and d< ffmnt; that society 
becomes corrupt and dbsolute; that nbor 
becomes d shorn rnble an 1 n.ff n g ; that 
Capital becomes greedy and 
opj r.Tsivc; 
and anarchy 
s t o c k s abroad at u » on day 
iu our streets, trampling law and order, 
honesty and industry, sobriety and purl 
tv, and life andfl iherty, undt t

with impurity. 
For the g oveinim nt L 
hound, hand 
an» ! foot, 
by the liquor 
traffic, aud is powe» less, either to i *n» t 
righteous lawj, 01 to e n t r e e th« m. 
And even the church is 1 mbs trass« «1 and 
intimidated by .thejlirecl or iiiibn ct com 
plications, and associations which many 
of her members have 
formed vith this 
evil- 
if members of 
the church tin m 
selves arejmobt given to the use of stu ng 
drink, probably som« 3 member4 of their 
families arc. 
If they are not eng ag ed in 
the traffic themselves, 
probably 
some 
olher|rn<*uiber of their families m*» y be. 
If church members » re not directly cn 
gag ed in the business, perhaps they own 
property, or ure stock holders in a hotel, 
or some other public building, where the 
business is carried on, and 
Hiey 
find 
themselves either powerless or unwilling 
to say it shall not be. 
And if they are in 
no other way^conneeted with 
it, rnuny 
Christians (no doubt honist and true, but 
certainly missled) continually vote to li 
cense the traffic, thus permitting it to be 
carried on under.the sanction, protection 
and security of law. 
And as a necessary 
consequence, her ministers feel timid, and 
a delicacy in speaking on this subject, 
and therefore remain silent. 
They do 
not wish to offend any 
member of the 
church, or wound the fe< lings of thtir 
friends; and certainly no true pastor 
would do so unnecessarily. 
Hence y ou 
see how both the church and the state 
have turned tin ir cuuk to the enemy , and 
are powerless to grapple with this m on­ 
strous evil, that lives and thrives all 
around us. 
But, perhaps some of y ou are say ing , 
“ You have over drawn the picture; that 
the situation is not as bad as y ou really 
represent it.” 
But,not so. 
It would be 
difficult to 1 xsgeratc on this subject. But 
to satisfy y ou that I ¡have, under drawn, 
rather than over drawn, the picture, we 
will look at a few statistics. 
According 
to very careful calculation, based on the 
g overnment revenue tables, the United 
» States spends annually $000000,000 for

liquors; 
$800,000,000 
for 
meat; $600,000,000 for tobacco; $571.000,- 
(V I for bread; a little over $550,000,(

for iron aud steel; $383,113,081 for boot» * 
anil shoe:» ; $306,693,410 for sawed luiu- 
ber; $281,880,552 for woolen goods; $222,- 
056,0*10 ier cotton g oods; $103,507,308 
lor sugar aud molasses; $85,000,000 for 
public educat ion; $13,000,000 for clergy 
man’s salaries; and $1,500,000 
lor home 
and foreign missions. 
That is 11 Hi I lion 
fur liquor and tobacco, ami only 3 
BE 
lions for all the other necessities men* 
Uoned. 
That is the United States spends 
til tout one third of her. time, and 1 netgy , 
and earnings, to gratify her appcl tc for 
strong drink and tobacco. 
Hr, 
thirty 
dollars a piece for every man, woman 
and child, and only 11 cents u piece 0 r 
home and foreign missions. 
Gr while 
the I nited States spends thirty d<d ara a 
it 
dì 
picce.fior liquor and tobac« 
less than;two dollars a piece for educa­ 
tion, pastor salaries and missions. 
Besides it we could calculate the cost 
of the prosecution of crime g rowing out 
of intemperance, the cost of maintaining 
prisons, and poor houses and asylums, 
made necessary by 
intemperance; and 
the cost of sickness and disease entailed 
upon drinking families, it would amount 
to almost as much more, as the amount 
actually spent over the counters of the 
saloons. 
Thus this 
countiy 
actually 
spends, 
directly 
and 
indirectly, 
more 
than two billions of dollars annually for 
liquor and tobacco. 
J ust’ think of it 
Who can comprehend it? ' Aud ’.y et this 
vast amount comes from 
the 
poorer 
classes, or classes who are kept poor by 
intemperance. 
Would not the country 
be better off if this va» st amount of wealth 
should be destroy ed annually by tire, in­ 
stead of consumed to the injury of the 
consumer, as under the present circum­ 
stances. 
For who can calculate the u n ­ 
told ag ony , and distress, and waut. anil 
cruelty, and suffering, entailed upon the 
families of the drinking classes? 
Who 
can estimate the corruption 
in public 
morals, the debasement of the mind, and 
heart, and body; the debauchery of c o n ­ 
science; the destruction of law and or 
der; the perversion of justice; 
and. the 
dethronement 
of 
rightful 
authority 
caused by the liquor traffic, 
llo w long? 
Oh! how long? 
Can this thing g o on 
without abandoning our free institutions 
and all that is pure and g ood in our 
Christian civilization, 
and g iving 
the 
whole law over to license, debauch and 
anarchy. 
This is no ordinary foe, con­ 
fined alone to these modern times, and 
to this land. 
He has been organizing for 
many centuries, until he has assumed gi- 


and has 
been so for more th» n 
three 
hundred 
years. 
And y et tvu are told 
that Ger­ 
many is i» « » t injured by te n drinking; 
aud tlmt men seldom become 
drunk in 
the Fatticr-luod. 
A few words fr« m » 
sermon, translated by Rev. 
E. 
Huber, 
T) I)., pre tubed by Dr, Martin Luther, 
over three hundred years ago, 
oug ht to 
s< tile ihis question once fo r all. 
Luther 
said: 
“ A 
special sermon, 
were 
in 
place to us diaiputed Germans, 
against 
our 
intemperance 
aud 
drunkenness 
B it where is » he seunon that has pow ­ 
er enoug h to resist the Drink Devil (8,» uf 
Teufel) and the twiucish life among us? 
For ulus’ this evil has come upon our 
land as a bursting cloud, and a deluge, 
overflowing every thing , extending far­ 
ther an 1 farther each day, and into all 
rank*, the highest as well as the lowest, 
so that all preaching and warning arc in 
vain and ¡ire disregarded, 
despised and 
ridiculed. 
Now sin« c God in 
his great 
mercy li » s in recent times, given us the 
light of the gospi 1 in rich measure, U is 
but just that we Germans should, cut of 
gratitude, chang e our conduct in 
this 
particular, lest through other sins, es­ 
pecially through this vice, we bring upon 
ourselves the displeasure and chastise­ 
ment of God; for a life so dcsolute will 
certainly be followed by false security, 
and forgetfulnes of God, so that the peo 
pie living lik« swine, in continual excess, 
will have no fear in God, before their 
eyes, or be in a condition to have any 
concern 
respecting 
spiritue' 
thing s.” 
“ But what use is there in multiply ing 
words on this subject, as the evil has 
spread until it has become the universal 
custom of the countiy , and is no longer 
confined to the rude, uneducated musses 
in country towns, among the peasantry, 
and in public taverns, but has now made 
its way in'o all cities, and almost into 
every house; aud 
prevails 
especially 
among st the nobility, and at the courts ol 
princes.” 
I remember that when I was 
y oung it was regarded as a very great 
disgrace by the nobility, an« l that vs 
timable lords and princes resisted it by 
enactments and penalties. 
Now, h o w ­ 
ever, it is much worse among them than 
among the peasants, aud it has come to 
this that lords and princes are no longer 
ashamed of it, but almost regard it as a 
noble and princely virtue, and any one 
who is not willing to make a drunken 
swine of himself with them is despised, 
whereas the other knig hts of beer and
